THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  is  made  effective  this  May  4,  2009,  by  mid  between  DUC  M.  LE  and  wife,  SAMANTHA  LE,  as  lessor,  and  CIRCLE  ENERGY, 
address  P.O.  Box  1261,  Mansfield,  Texas  76063  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  patty  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  hut  ail  other 
provisions  (including  Hie  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

I.  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  "leased  premises,"  for  the  purpose  of  drilling  beneath  "using  directional  or  horizontal  drilling  methods  only"  without 
exploring,  drilling  or  operating  on  the  surface  of  the  leased  premises.  Said  leased  premises  being  described  as  follows:

in  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  containing  0.241  gross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by  reversion,  prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the 
purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  od  and  gas,  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  non  hydrocarbon  substances  produced  in  association  therewith  (including 
geophysical/seismic  operations).  The  term  "gas"  as  used  herein  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other  commercial  gases,  as  well  as  hydrocarbon  gases.  In  addition  to  the  above -described 
leased  premises,  this  lease  al:;o  covers  accretions  and  any  small  strips  or  parcels  of  land  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  Lessor  which  are  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  the  above- described  leased 
premises,  and,  in  consideration  of  the  aforementioned  cash  bonus.

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  Other  liquid  hydrocarbons  separated  at  Lessee's 
separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shall  be  one -fifth  (1/5)  of  such  production,  lo  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option  to  1  .essor  at  the  wellhead  or  to  Lessor's  credit  at  the  oil  purchaser's  transportation 
facilities,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  purchase  such  production  al  the  wellhead  market  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  held  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then 
prevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  is  such  a  prevailing  price)  for  production  of  similar  grade  and  gravity,  (b)  for  gas  (including  casing  head  gas)  and  all  other 
substances  covered  hereby,  ttm  royalty  shall  be  one-fifth  (1/5)  of  the  gross  proceeds  realized  by  Lessee  from  the  sale  thereof,  less  a  proportionate  part  of  ad  valorem  taxes  and  production, 
severance,  or  other  excise  taxes  and  the  costs  incurred  by  Lessee  in  delivering,  processing  or  otherwise  marketing  such  gas  or  other  substances,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing 
right  to  purchase  such  production  at  the  prevailing  wellhead  market  price  paid  for  production  of  similar  quality  in  the  same  field  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field, 
Ihen  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  is  such  a  prevailing  price)  pursuant  to  comparable  purchase  contracts  entered  mto  on  the  same  or  nearest  preceding  date  as  the  date  on  which  Lessee 
commences  its  purchases  hereunder;  and  (c)  if  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or  any  time  thereafter  one  or  more  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  are  capable  of  producing 
oil  or  gas  or  other  substances-,  covered  hereby  in  paying  quantities,  but  such  well  or  wells  arc  either  shut-in  or  production  there  from  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  such  well  or  wells  shall

5  If  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hole")  on  Ihe  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  all  production  (whether 
or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority, 
then  in  the  event  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  shall  nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  drilling  an 
additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  91)  days  after  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  90 
days  after  such  cessation  of  all  production.  If  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  but  Lessee  is  then  engaged  in 
drilling,  reworking  or  any  other  operations  reasonably  calculated  to  obtain  or  restore  production  there  from,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  any  one  or  more  of  such  operations  are 
prosecuted  with  no  cessation  of  more  than  90  consecutive  days,  and  if  any  such  operations  result  in  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby,  as  long  thereafter  as  there  is 
production  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  After  completion  of  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  hereunder.

6.  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  but  not  the  obligation  to  pool  all  or  any  part  of  ihe  leased  premises  or  interest  thcicin  with  any  other  lands  or  interests,  as  lo  any  or  all  depths  or  zones,  and  as 
to  any  or  all  substances  covered  by  this  lease,  either  before  or  after  the  commencement  of  production,  whenever  Lessee  deems  it  necessary  or  proper  to  do  so  in  order  to  prudently  develop  or 
operate  the  leased  premises,  whether  or  not  similar  pooling  authority  exists  with  respect  lo  such  other  lands  or  interests.  I  he  unit  formed  by  such  pooling  for  an  oil  well  which  is  not  a 
horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  SO  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage  tolerance  of  10%,  and  for  a  gas  well  or  a  horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  640  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage 
tolerance  of  10%,  provided  that  a  larger  unit  may  be  formed  for  an  oil  well  or  gas  well  or  horizontal  completion  to  conform  to  any  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  that  may  be  prescribed  or 
permitted  by  any  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  to  do  so  for  the  purpose  of  the  foregoing,  the  terms  "oil  well"  and  "gas  well"  shall  have  the  meanings  prescribed  by  applicable 
law  or  the  appropriate  governmental  authority,  or,  if  no  definition  is  so  presenhed,  "oil  well"  means  a  well  with  an  initial  gas-oil  ratio  of  less  than  100,000  cubic  feet  per  barrel  and  "gas  well" 
means  a  well  with  an  initial  gas-oil  ratio  of  100,000  cubic  feet  or  more  pet  barrel,  based  on  24-hour  production  test  conducted  under  normal  producing  conditions  using  standard  lease  separator 
facilities  or  equivalent  testing  equipment;  and  the  term  "horizontal  completion"  means  an  oil  well  in  which  the  horizontal  component  of  the  gross  completion  interval  in  facilities  or  equivalent 
testing  equipment;  and  the  term  "honzontal  completion"  means  an  oil  well  in  which  the  horizontal  component  of  the  gross  completion  interval  m  the  reservoir  exceeds  the  vertical  component 
thereof.  In  exercising  its  pooling  rights  hereunder,  Lessee  shall  file  of  record  a  written  declaration  describing  the  unit  and  stating  the  effective  dale  of  pooling.  Production,  drilling  or 
reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  all  or  any  part  of  the  leased  premises  shall  be  treated  as  if  it  were  production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  on  the  leased  premises, 
except  that  the  production  on  which  Lessor's  royalty  is  calculated  shall  be  that  proportion  of  the  total  unit  production  which  the  net  acreage  covered  by  this  lease  and  included  in  the  unit  bears 
to  the  total  gross  acreage  in  the  unit,  but  only  to  Ihe  extent  such  proportion  iif  unit  production  is  sold  by  Lessee.  Pooling  in  one  or  more  instances  shall  not  exhaust  Lessee's  pooling  rights 
hereunder,  and  Lessee  shall  have  the  recurring  right  but  not  the  obligation  to  revise  any  unit  formed  hereunder  by  expansion  or  contraction  or  both,  either  before  or  after  commencement  of 
production,  in  ordci  to  conform  to  the  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  prescribed  or  permitted  by  the  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction,  or  to  conform  to  any  productive  acreage 
determination  made  by  such  governmental  authority.

7.  If  Lessor  owns  less  than  the  full  mineral  estate  in  all  or  any  part  of  the  leased  premises,  the  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  payable  hereunder  for  any  well  on  any  part  of  the  leased 
premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  shall  be  reduced  to  the  proportion  that  Lessor's  interest  in  such  pail  of  the  leased  premises  bears  to  the  full  mineral  estate  in  such  part  of  the  leased  premises. 

8.  The  interest  of  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  otherwise  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  area  and/or  by  depth  or  zone,  and  the  rights  and  obligations 
of  the  parties  hereunder  shall  extend  to  their  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns.

10.  In  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  covered  hereby  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  or  unitized  herewith,  in  primary  and'or 
enhanced  recovery,  Lessee  shall  have  [be  right  of  ingress  and  egress  along  With  the  right  lo  conduct  such  operations  on  the  leased  premises  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  I'or  such  purposes, 
including  but  not  limited  to  geophysical  operations,  the  drilling  of  wells,  and  the  construction  and  use  of  roads,  canals,  pipelines,  tanks,  water  wells,  disposal  wells,  injection  wells,  pits,  electric 
and  telephone  lines,  power  stations,  and  other  similar  facilities  deemed  necessary  by  Lessee  to  discover,  produce,  stoie,  treat  and/or  transport  production.

(4.  Lessor  hereby  warrants  and  agrees  to  defend  title  conveyed  lo  Lessee  hereunder,  and  agrees  that  Lessee  at  Lessee's  option  may  pay  and  discharge  any  taxes,  mortgages  or  iiens 
existing,  levied  or  assessed  on  or  against  the  leased  premises.  If  Lessee  exercises  such  option.  Lessee  shall  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  party  to  whom  payment  is  made,  and,  in  addition  to 
its  other  rights,  may  reimburse  itself  out  of  any  royalties  or  shut-in  royalties  otherwise  payable  to  Lessor  hereunder  In  the  event  Lessee  is  made  aware  of  any  claim  inconsistent  with  Lessor's 
title.  Lessee  may  suspend  the  payment  of  royalties  and  shut-  in  royalties  hereunder,  without  interest,  until  Lessee  has  been  furnished  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  claim  has  been  resolved. 

15.  Except  as  provided  and  permitted  herein,  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  and  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  is  prohibited  from  entering  onto  the  surface  of  the  lease 
premises  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  it  being  understood  and  agreed  upon  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  this  lease  is  being  executed  only  for  subsurface  operations 
described  in  paragraph  one,  hereof  or  for  pooling  purposes  described  in  paragraph  six  hereof.  Lessee  agrees  that  Lessee  shall  not  enter  upon  or  conduct  operations  of  any  kind  on 
the  surface  of  the  lease  premises  at  any  lime  during  the  term  hereof,  except  as  permitted  in  paragraph  10  herein. 

16.  Circle  Energy  is  hereby  given  the  option  to  extend  the  primary  term  of  this  lease  for  an  additional  two  (2)  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  original  primary  term. 
This  option  may  be  exercised  by  Lessee  at  any  time  during  the  last  year  of  the  original  primary  term  by  paying  to  Lessor  herein,  or  his  heirs,  successors  or  assigns,  an 
additional  bonus  equal  to  the  bonus  dollars  originally  paid  for  (his  lease.  Lessee  shall  exercise  such  option  by  placing  written  notice  of  such  action  in  the  U.S.  Mail, 
postage  prepaid,  to  Lessor  at  the  above  address,  or  by  delivery  of  such  notice  to  Lessor,  in  either  case,  prior  to  the  end  of  the  primary  term  hereof. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  this  lease  is  executed  to  be  effective  as  of  the  dale  first  written  above,  but  upon  execution  shall  be  binding  on  the  signatory  and  the  signatory's  heirs,  devisees, 
executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns,  whether  or  not  this  lease  has  been  executed  by  all  parties  here  nabove  named  as  Lessor.
